REMARKS 


Applicants have amended the claims in order to place the application in condition 
for allowance and in consideration of the comments contained in the outstanding 
Official Action. The Official Action indicates that claims 1-12 and 22-25 are allowed, 
but that claims 26-38 and 40-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second 
paragraph, because the phrase "which may be" is indefinite and because claims 26-28 
do not recite a specific illness or disease to be treated.
